RECORD signing Dani 
Osvaldo scored his first 
Saints goal to help his side 
to make it back-to-back 
victories with a 2-0 win 
over Crystal Palace at St 
Mary’s. 

Osvaldo netted the club’s 
first Premier League goal from 
open play this season two min¬ 
utes into the second half before 
Rickie Lambert fired home a 
free kick a further two min¬ 
utes later to bag the three 
points. 

It was a needed result for 
Mauricio Pochettino’s men 
who built on the momentum 
gathered by the victory over 
Liverpool at Anfield and now 
ahead of Manchester City and 
just below Chelsea after six 
games of the season. 

The game started in exactly 
the manner which many had 
predicted. 

Crystal Palace were getting 
men back behind the ball, sit¬ 
ting deep, compact and organ-

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ised in their own half and ask¬ 
ing Saints the question as to 
whether they could break 
them down. 

They almost did exactly that 
on six minutes. 

Jose Fonte chipped a direct 
ball in towards Rickie Lambert 
with his back to goal and the 
big striker flicked a header up 
in the air deep into the penalty 
area. 

Palace keeper Julian Speroni 
charged out of goal to try and 
claim it but Morgan 
Schneiderlin reached the 
bouncing ball first and headed 
it over his head. 

It was just about to drop 
under the bar and into the net 
when Joel Ward got back on 
the line and just managed to 


head it back into the six yard 
box where Mile Jedinak was 
on hand to complete the clear¬ 
ance. 

Palace’s main attacking tac¬ 
tic was to try and hit Saints on 
the break and they certainly 
looked capable of doing it and 
might have troubled Artur 
Boruc were it not for Jimmy 
Kebe trying to take an extra 
touch when he could have had 
a shot from just inside the 
area. 

Steven Davis was the first 
player in the book for tugging 
back Kebe after being caught 
in possession by the Palace 
man. 

Saints created a decent 
chance on 23 minutes as 
Osvaldo fed the ball into Adam 
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Lallana eight yards out. He 
showed quick feet to keep pos¬ 
session and roll it back for 
Lambert to strike first time ten 
yards out. 

However, the striker fired 
over the bar. 

Lambert did hit the target 
three minutes later from a free 
kick out on the left. 

Speroni looked fairly com¬ 
fortable behind it diving down 
to his left but chose to shovel 
the ball out rather than catch 
it. 

Saints had their hearts in 
their mouths moments later in 
a moment of controversy. 

Marouane Chamakh was in 
behind the Saints defence and 
one-on-one with Boruc. 

He tried to move left to round 
the keeper and went down as 
the Polish stopper dived in at 
his feet but failed to get the 
ball. 

The referee, Martin 
Atkinson, immediately blew 
but his decision was not to 
award a penalty but book 
Chamakh for diving, which 
looked entirely justified on the 
evidence of television replays. 

Chamakh was certainly fired 
up in what was becoming a 
feisty game and the referee 
had a word with him and 
Palace skipper Mile Jedinak 
after the striker had a spat 
with his own keeper 
Speroni.

that Speroni almost got to div¬ 
ing low to his right but could¬ 
n’t stop from going in for 1-0. 

In an incredible Saints burst 
it was 2-0 just another two 
minutes later. 

This one came from a famil¬ 
iar source. 

Saints won a free kick 25 
yards out level with the left 
edge of the area. 

Lambert stepped up and 
curled a shot over the Palace 
wall and in off the inside of the 
post with Speroni again diving 
to his right unable to get near 
it. 

Lambert almost added anoth¬ 
er with a smartly taken half 
volley from outside the box but 
this time it went just wide. 

Saints were just tearing 
Palace apart all of a sudden 
and Steven Davis probably 
should have done better when 
he got the chance to control on 




his chest and shoot from 12 
yards out but slashed well 
wide. 

Palace reacted by making a 
double change on 57 minutes 
with Cameron Jerome and 
Jerome Thomas replacing 
Barry Bannan and Dwight 
Gayle 

Their game plan of sitting 
back was well and truly out of 
the window. 

They would surely pose a 
greater threat going forward 
but that was only going to open 
things up further for Saints. 

Saints made their first switch 
on 67 minutes with James 
Ward-Prowse replacing Davis.

Saints briefly thought they 
had got a third goal when 
Rodriguez turned home from 
close range after Ward- 
Prowse’s cross had struck the 
far post, but the flag was 
already raised for offside in 
the build-up. 

Saints made a final change 
with four minutes remaining 
with Gaston Ramirez coming 



on for Lallana. 

Rodriguez was almost 
through moments later but 
under pressure just overran 
the ball and allowed Speroni 
to smother the danger. 

Jerome had a chance to pull 
one back in the first of five 
minutes of stoppage time but 
skied his effort which rather 
summed up the day as Saints 
ran out deserved victors.

Pochettino hails 
a “perfect” day 

MAURICIO Pochettino described Saints’ 2-0 
win over Crystal Palace as his “perfect 
happiness”. 

Saints kept up their mean defensive record 
which has seen them leak just two goals in 
six league games. 

And, just as encouragingly, strike pairing 
Dani Osvaldo and Rickie Lambert both hit 
the target in a win that lifted Saints into 
fourth place. 

“I think complete happiness for any manag¬ 
er would be what happened today - a clean 
sheet and your two strikers getting on the 
scoresheet,” said Pochettino. 

“That’s perfect happiness for any manag¬ 
er.” 

He added: “In football you can score in the 
90th minute, you can score in the 45th 
minute or you can score in the first minute. 
“In football you never know when the goals 
are going to come. 

“You have to stay focussed, keep mentally 
focussed on the game. 

“In the second half we were much better 
than the first half and over the 90 minutes 
we were the better team.”

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IN the space of two magnificent 
second half minutes today, a 
weight was lifted from the 
shoulders of Dani Osvaldo and 
Rickie Lambert. 

Saints’ star strikers had both 
endured a slow start to the season 
coming into the game against 
Crystal Palace, with Lambert’s 
penalty on the opening day of the 
campaign the only goal between 
them. 

But they both found the net at St 
Mary’s this afternoon with finishes 
of enormous quality. 

The celebrations after each goal 
told you all you needed to know 
about what they meant to them, as 
well as their teammates, with every 
outfield player mobbing them after 
their respective strikes.

His powerful left-foot strike from 
the edge of the area early in the sec¬ 
ond half was just reward for an 
impressive display this afternoon. 

The Italian is a player of incredible 
vision and skill, with some of his 
touches quite breathtaking, and his 
goal today surely promises to be the

He will do well, though, to reach 
the 199 that Lambert now stands on. 

The Saints forward has cut a frus¬ 
trated figure in the past few weeks, 
following a series of fruitless days in 
attack. 

Pochettino spoke this week of how 
the 31-year-old is having to come to 


terms with the pressures and expec¬ 
tations of being an England interna¬ 
tional this season, and the extra 
demands that is placing on him. 

“There is a new situation Rickie 
Lambert is going through - he’s 31- 
years-old and only now in the inter¬ 
national side and there is a lot of 
expectation placed on him,” the 


Saints boss said. 

“He needs to be able to withstand 
and adapt to that mental pressure 
and that physical pressure that he is 
facing at the moment. 

“We are very happy and pleased 
with how he’s playing, very happy 
with his contributions to the team 
and I have no doubts the goals will 
start coming from him as well.” 

Pochettino’s confidence was well 
placed. Lambert’s free-kick two min¬ 
utes after Osvaldo had opened the 
scoring was a thing of beauty, bend¬ 
ing up and over the wall, before can¬ 
noning in off the near post. 

Lambert has been so desperate to 
impress this season, particularly as 
he bids to hold on to the England 
place he has worked so hard to 
obtain. 

There was never any doubt he 
would find his scoring touch, but his 
reaction spoke of a sense of relief, 
and his subsequent high-five with 
Pochettino was perhaps a show of 
thanks for the manager’s unstinting 
faith in him. 

Pochettino also revealed this week 
how he has been asking Lambert to 
add a new dimension to his game this 
term. 

“The only thing that we are trying 
to make him see is that he needs to 
be more mobile, he can move a lot 
more around the pitch and he does¬ 
n’t have to be static in one place,” he 
said. “We are trying to make him 
understand how to interpret the 
open spaces where he can roam. 

“He is already a dynamic player 
but we want him to increase that 
even more.” 

Often dropping deeper to play off 
Osvaldo, running the channels, and 
pulling wide, it appeared Lambert 
was doing his best to follow his new 
orders. 

The highlight, though, was the 
sumptuous free-kick. 

With Osvaldo and Lambert now fir¬ 
ing, Saints are looking an even more 
threatening force in this division. 



Hughes sees red 
as Cherries have 
a day to forget 


OFF-COLOUR Cherries were mer¬ 
cilessly put to the sword by a clin¬ 
ical Blackburn side whose perfor¬ 
mance was inspired by unplayable 
Norwegian international Josh King. 

Championship goal machine 
Jordan Rhodes bagged a brace 
while returning strike partner and 
former Cherries loanee Leon Best 
scored one of several presentable 
chances to hand Rovers an unas¬ 
sailable three-goal lead at the 
interval. 

But it was former Manchester 
United star King who was instru¬ 
mental in Cherries’ downfall with 
an imperious display that led the 
likes of Simon Francis and Tommy 
Elphick a merry dance all after¬ 
noon. 

Eddie Flowe shuffled his shell¬ 
shocked Cherries pack at half 
time, but the dismissal of experi¬ 
enced midfielder Richard Hughes, 
pictured below, for two bookings 
inside five second half minutes put 
paid to any hopes of a fightback. 

Livewire Ryan Fraser, whose 
lively display as a second half 
substitute was one of few posi¬ 
tives for the 
hosts, grabbed 
his first senior 
goal to reduce 
the arrears with 
16 minutes to 
play. 

Bu the game 
was already up 
as an effective 
and well-drilled 
Rovers outfit 
continued to 
press and probe 
a home side that 
lacked their 
usual verve and 
tempo. 

Howe made 
one change to 
his starting line¬ 
up with Shaun 
MacDonald 
replacing 
Hughes in the middle of the park, 
but stuck with the 3-4-1-2 
formation implemented at 
Middlesbrough. 

In a lively opening Tokelo Rantie 
had a goal ruled out for offside 
after Brett Pitman had centred fol¬ 
lowing a quickly taken short cor¬ 
ner. 

But Cherries were architects of 
their own downfall as Blackburn 
pressed and forced nervous back- 
passes in areas that made the 
home crowd wriggle uncomfort¬ 
ably in their seats. 

During an erratic couple of min¬ 
utes Jordan Rhodes raced away 
only for Ryan Allsop to gather at 
his feet before Best charged down 
Steve Cook’s ball back to his 
keeper. 

Cherries never truly recovered 
from those lapses and a simple 
but effective move saw goal 
machine Rhodes open the scoring 
in the 10th minute. 

King rolled Best down the left 
whose fierce low centre was met 
by Rhodes’s stooping header 
which found Allsop’s bottom left 
corner. Elliott Ward forced a rou¬ 


tine save from Jake Kean at the 
other end but was fortunate not to 
concede a penalty moments later 
when his flailing arm caught a 
deep cross from the right. 

Cherries found themselves 
penned in their own half and 
Allsop did well to punch away 
Rhodes’s swirling 20-yard free kick 
after Shaun MacDonald had 
lunged at King. 

Rattled Cherries continued to 
retreat and it came as no surprise 
when Tom Cairney threaded on- 
rushing midfielder Corry Evans 
through to drive across the 
exposed Allsop’s goal for Best to 
apply a simple far post finish. 

King and Cairney twice com¬ 
bined to set up the former 
Newcastle striker, but Cherries' 
reprieve didn’t last as a simple ball 
down the channel left them 
exposed once more. 

Tommy Elphick sent King sprawl¬ 
ing to give referee Rob Lewis no 
option but to point to the spot with 
Rhodes confidently stroking home 
from 12 yards. 

Rantie continued to try and liven 
up the shell¬ 
shocked hosts 
but visiting skip¬ 
per Scott Dann 
was on hand to 
halt his direct run 
with a brave 
block. 

Embattled boss 
Howe shuffled 
his pack at half¬ 
time, reverting to 
4-4-2 with Ryan 
Fraser replacing 
Brett Pitman and 
Steve Cook 
moving across to 
left back. 

But any plans 
to settle down 
the contest 
quickly went up 
in smoke when 
Hughes, who 
had been booked for a late lunge 
on Cairney less than 30 seconds 
after the restart, clattered Evans 
from behind five minutes later and 
was inevitably dismissed. 

But the hosts held it together and 
Cherries went close when Rantie 
teed up Pugh to rattle Kean’s post. 

Rovers remained dangerous on 
the break but Cherries kept plug¬ 
ging away and almost snatched a 
lifeline when Marc Pugh’s inswing¬ 
ing free kick was met on the volley 
by Elphick whose crisp effort was 
beaten away by Kean. 

And the home crowd finally had a 
goal to celebrate when Rantie 
dropped deep and turned Hanley 
to play Fraser in to roll a delicious 
pass into Kean’s bottom left cor¬ 
ner with 16 minutes to play. 

Buoyed by his first career goal, 
Fraser was just crowded out 
moments later with Grabban’s 
snap-shot comfortably held by 
Kean as Cherries threatened to 
build up a head of steam. 

But Rovers soon settled and 
Rhodes’s daisy cutter was as 
close anyone came to another goal 
as the match petered out. 
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September 28,1957 

Two goals each for Don Roper and 
debutant Brian Clifton and one for 
John Hoskins helped Saints thrash 
eventual Third Division South 
champions Brighton & Hove Albion 
5-0. 


September 28,1985 

Despite a Bryan Robson penalty 
being saved by Peter Shilton, 
Manchester United beat Saints 1 -0 
at Old Trafford. The only goal was 
scored by Mark Hughes in the last 
15 minutes. 

September 28,1991 

Ian Wright plundered a hat-trick as 
Arsenal romped to a 4-0 victory at 
The Dell. The late David Rocastle 
was also on target. 

September 29 1973 

Bobby Stokes, Paul Gilchrist and 
Mick Channon all scored to end 
Saints’ run of four straight First 
Division defeats as they beat 
Sheffield United 3-0 at The Dell. 
However, Saints were still relegat¬ 
ed at the end of the season. 

September 29,1979 

Phil Boyer bagged a hat-trick and 
Mick Channon got the other as 
Saints crushed Derby County 4-0

at The Dell. It was one of Boyer’s 
three Dell hat-tricks in the league 
that season. 

September 30 1989 

Matt Le Tissier scored both of 
Saints’ goals as they were held 2-2 
at The Dell by Wimbledon. Le 
Tissier’s second goal was his first 
penalty for the club. 

October 3 1981 

Despite falling behind within half a 
minute, goals from Kevin Keegan, 
Steve Moran and two from Dave 
Armstrong gave Saints a dramatic 
4-3 victory over Bobby Robson’s 
Ipswich Town in a thrilling Dell 
encounter. 

October 3 1987 

Graeme Sharp’s hat-trick for 
Everton was completed within the 
first 20 minutes at the Dell as 
Everton strolled to a 4-0 victory at 
The Dell. Sharp added a fourth in 
the second half before Andy 
Townsend was sent off. 

October 4 1986 

Although Newcastle took the lead 
through Andy Thomas, Saints 
turned the game around thanks to 
a hat-trick from Colin Clarke, his 
second of the season. Mark Dennis 
completed a 4-1 victory. 

October 4 1999 

Marian Pahars, Matt Oakley and 
Stuart Ripley put Saints 3-1 up 
before the Rams staged a late 
fightback thanks to Jacob Laursen 
and Mikkel Beck.

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IT’LL be interesting to see if St 
Mary’s was close to capacity 
for the visit of Captain Carrot 
Cruncher and his Crystal 
Palace team this weekend. 

With the amount of money invest¬ 
ed in Saints, it would be fair to hope 
for close to capacity crowds, some¬ 
thing to justify the huge outlay the 
club has made. 

The crowd of 8,539 for the visit of 
Bristol City could be said to be dis¬ 
appointing considering the fact 
that Saints are top seven and were 
playing on the back of a victory at 
Anfield. 

That said, the League Cup is sadly 
never that big a draw until the 
chance of a trip to Wembley is dan¬ 
gled in front of the fans. 

And Bristol City are hardly that 
big a draw, are they? Add to that a 
Tuesday midweek game and you 
have all the ingredients for a two 
thirds empty ground. 

It was a perfect opportunity to 
drop the prices, get bums on seats 
and get the next generation of 
Saints fans in the ground and 
addicted to Saints early on. 

It can be rightly viewed as a 
missed opportunity for the club. 

Admittedly, the prices may well 
have been forced on the club by 
Bristol but it still appears to be a 
lack of foresight on behalf of the 
club. 

It will be interesting to see how 
we fare this season in terms of 
attendances. 

I suspect we’ll find that apart 
from the big five teams, we’ll see St 


Mary’s pretty much hovering over 
that 30,000 mark which either 
means that’s our natural level or, 
with a little bit of effort, we could 
be selling out week in, week out. 

I had an interesting conversation 
with a Pompey fan in regards to 
attendances. 

He was very upbeat and full of 
himself at the prospect of Fratton 
Park being three quarters full 
which, admittedly, is rather good 
for League 2. 

Until you start to look at the vari¬ 
ous discounts and the fact that 
Trust members get a further dis¬ 
count. 

You then have the novelty value 
of the fans owning the club. 

Therefore, big gates for League 2 
aren’t that much of a surprise, 
especially when you consider that 
if they paid by cash fans received a 
further free game. 

If they paid by July 13 they will 
have received a further free game, 
and if they held a season ticket in 
any of the last three years they 
would be entitled to another free 
game. 

Trust shareholders received a 
further free game. 

They could apparently get up to 
nine free games, bringing the low¬ 
est cost of an adult season ticket 


anywhere in the stadium to £280 - 
or around £12 per match. 

Great value, when you pass a cur¬ 
sory glance at it. 

It would have been great value 
until it was announced that nearly 
£100,000 a month is being paid to 
ex-players alone.... for the next 
three years. 

If you bear in mind that money to 
ex-players is the equivalent of 5,000 
seats then, on the basis of about 
two games a month, Pompey lose 
2,500 fans worth of revenue every 
game. 

You can be sure that 15,000 figure 
will drop dramatically when the 
reality of a second and third season 
in League 2 beckons. 

Right now, the big crowds are a 
bit of a plus but the harsh reality is 
that in League 2 matchday revenue 
is all that keeps you going. That 
money pit of £100,000 a month will 
be ridiculously difficult to fill. 

How does that affect Saints? 

Not in the slightest. 

But it does give us a startling indi¬ 
cation as to how important laying 
the foundations for the future is. 

Right now, Sky money is the most 
important factor for any Premier 
League club and it’s that reliance 
on that cash stream rather than 
attendance money that dictates 


ticketing prices. 

But it’s more than just revenue, 
it’s laying the foundations for the 
fans of the future. 

If I had my way, I’d be liaising 
with a local coach or bus company 
and arranging coach travel to 
Staplewood to get people watching 
the Academy and Reserve team 
games and getting the young fans 
free admittance to watch those 
games whilst paying a nominal 
amount for transport. 

The next generation of Saints 
fans are slowly being priced out of 
the modern game. 

For a family to take their children 
to a game would cost close to £100 
which, by anyone’s standards, is a 
lot of money. 

When a trip to the football is on a 
par with a trip to the theatre then 
something is seriously wrong. 

Football is still very much a thriv¬ 
ing sport/industry and, whilst the 
Premier League is high profile and 
profitable, then the fans that get 
priced out of the game tend to get 
forgotten about. 

We should never price the work¬ 
ing man/woman out of football. 

Who knows, the English Lionel 
Messi could be about to be turned 
away from a football ground as we 
speak, about to abandon his 
dreams of being a professional foot¬ 
baller and apply for a trade far, far 
away from the sport he loves but 
can’t afford to follow. 

Football is supposed to be the 
game of the people, for the people.

GARETH Bale’s world record transfer to 
Real Madrid left many football fans ques¬ 
tioning whether or not Spurs would be 
able to cope without him. 

Despite being the biggest spenders in 
Britain, and the third biggest in all of 
Europe, the White Hart Lane faithful will 
no doubt have been anxious to see 
whether their plethora of new attacking 
talent could adequately replace Bale.

There have been whispers in the game 
from journalists, pundits and even 
Mourinho himself that Tottenham should 
be taken seriously as title contenders. 

If AVB’s men are to prove their title cre¬ 
dentials, this weekend represents a good 
place to start.

Roman Abramovich aspires to a 
certain brand of football, which 
made the reappointment of 
Mourinho all the more surprising. 

The Russian has spent huge sums of cash 
purchasing footballers that play a certain 
way, only to bring in a manager that expects 
something different. 

The clashes were bound to happen as 
Mourinho sifted through his massive squad 
to find his best team. 

Just a few games into his second coming, 
we’re already seeing the Mourinho effect. 

The ostracism of Juan Mata is a perfect 
case in point. 

Player of the year in each of the previous 
two seasons, Mata was often the first name 
on the team sheet under previous regimes. 

Last Saturday, as Chelsea toiled to break 
down a rather mediocre Fulham team, he 
watched on from the stands, seemingly sur¬ 


plus to requirements. The reasoning from 
Mourinho has been direct and to the point, 
alluding to Mata’s lack of defensive ethic 
and his decision that Oscar is the first 
choice number 10 at Stamford Bridge. 

While there is no doubt that the young 
Brazilian has a tireless work ethic, would 
Mata not be able to offer a spark from the 
bench should they need it? 

It is not the first time Mourinho has taken 
a creative player to task over their lack of 
defensive discipline. 

Joe Cole faced similar criticisms, and 
despite scoring the winning goal against 
Liverpool in 2004, Mourinho’s post-match 
interview was far from flattering toward the 
diminutive Englishman. 

“Joe can be a regular but he has to 
improve when the team needs him to be part 
of a defensive organisation,” he said. 

There have been rumblings of a conspiracy 
theory surrounding Mourinho’s rather acri¬ 
monious relationship with Spanish football 
of late. 

While it certainly adds a bit of spice to the 
mix, the belief that this is anything but foot¬ 
ball-related is nonsensical. 

Mourinho is many things, but one thing he 
holds higher than any other is his philoso¬ 
phy about how a team should function. 

At present, Mata doesn’t fit into those 
plans, no matter how many assists or goals 
he notches up. 

Another player seemingly on the outside 
looking in is David Luiz. 

The Brazilian was a star performer for his 
country as they claimed the Confederations 
Cup over the summer, but has found himself 
on the outskirts following his return to 
Stamford Bridge. 

And another player that was given 
extremely short shrift by Mourinho is 
Romelu Lukaku. 

Following an impressive pre-season he was 
shipped off for another season-long loan, 
this time to Everton, and they are already 
reaping the rewards. 

The Belgian seemed a perfect fit for 
Mourinho, but instead he chose the safety of 
a former player in Samuel Eto’o. 

As one often does when faced with a prob¬ 
lem, Mourinho reverted back to his old 
ways, an ex-player and a system that has 
long since progressed in the decade since he 
“perfected” it. 

The game has changed, and with it the 
Premier League. 

His devotion to counter-attacking football 
built on defensive solidity has so far hin¬ 
dered his team’s progress. 

Gone are the days of allowing lesser teams 
like Swansea to have the ball for long peri¬ 
ods of play. These teams are now good 
enough to break you down, as shown by 
Everton’s victory at Goodison Park. 

Mourinho will be given time, but as his 
team continue to labour through matches, 
questions will start being asked.

The league comes 

first., or does it? 


“I WILL sit down tonight and watch 
Teletext for three hours, just to look at 
where we are in the table.” 

Those were the words of Gordon Strachan, 
almost 11 years ago after Saints beat 
Birmingham to go sixth in the Premier 
League. 

It’s safe to say that many fans would have 
been doing the same this week - if Teletext 
was still around - to marvel at the sight at 
Manchester United being below 
Southampton. 

Yes, it’s early in the season. And, yes, it 
means next to nothing in the long term, but 
who doesn’t like the chance to lord it over 
United? 

However, as enjoyable as the win at Anfield 
was (like United, Liverpool are another team 
most football supporters take great joy in 
bringing down a peg or two) it may be the sec¬ 
ond-string’s win in midweek that could bring 
more immediate benefits. 

Not that Saints shouldn’t be aiming high in 
the league, but the cups provide much better 
odds of silverware. 

The League Cup especially, comes in for a 
fair bit of derision, but if you stand a chance of 
winning it, suddenly its worth becomes appar¬ 
ent. Indeed, remember how Pompey fans 
mocked over the JPT win - only to embrace it 
last season (with little success, admittedly). 

Often the old adage “concentrate on the 
league” is thrown about, usually as an excuse 


for poor performances in cup competition. 

There is no reason a group of professionals 
cannot focus on two or three tournaments at 
once and to claim otherwise is a disservice to 
supporters and a get out clause for players 
and managers alike. 

Swansea and Wigan showed last year that 
cup success is available for all, that’s why it’s 
heartening to hear Saints players refer to 
‘doing a Swansea’ who did well in both league 
and cup last year. 

Indeed, Wigan are the only ever FA Cup win¬ 
ner to be relegated in the same season - sug¬ 
gesting that normally, cup success does not 
necessarily equal poor league performance. 
The exception that proves the rule, if you will. 

Ultimately, it comes down to mental atti¬ 
tude. Focus and determination - and I appre¬ 
ciate this is a little bit cheesy, much like an 
inspiring corporate poster - are at the heart of 
successful teams. 

The margins between players in profession¬ 
al football in terms of talent and ability are 
magnified by mental approach. QPR had the 
talent last year but not the application. 

Pochettino seems to be trying to nurture 
both - indeed Adkins and Pardew did so 
before him - and is to be commended for doing 
so, especially as it is a fine line to tread. 

So far, it seems to be working and provided 
the team can remain relatively successful and 
still be grounded, there is no reason not to be 
optimistic about what Saints can achieve this 
season.

EASTLEIGH breezed into the 
third qualilying round of the FA 
Cup with an easy 4-0 win over 
ten-man Mangotsfield United 
this afternoon.

“We’ve already got quite a few 
managers with Football League 
playing experience - like Marcus 
Gayle at Staines, Lee Bradbury at 
Havant, Dean Holdsworth at 
Chelmsford, Steve Brown at 
Ebbsfleet and Tommy Widdrington 
at Eastbourne - and it’s not to be 
sniffed at. 

“It’s good that clubs are giving 
opportunities to people who’ve 
played and coached at a decent level 
rather than keeping the league as a 
closed shop for those managers 
who’ve forged a bit of a career at 
this level. 

“There’s been a bit of self-preser¬ 
vation in the past with managers 
not wanting people coming in and 


taking their jobs.” 

Hill himself boasts an impressive 
CV. Having played 170 Football 
League games for Northampton, 
Watford and Oxford United before 
injury cut short his playing career, 
he served a strong managerial 
apprenticeship assisting the likes of 
John Gregory at Wycombe

Little at Aston Villa. 

But Eastleigh is only his second 
out-and-out manager’s post, follow¬ 
ing on from a two-year stint with 
Stevenage Borough in the late 90s, 
and it may well provide him with a 
stepping stone - hopefully with the 
Spitfires themselves - into the 
Football League.

“Against 
Winchester I 
saw a two- 
footed tackle 
on one of my 
lads and, 
while I’m 
not saying I

wanted the Winchester player sent 
off, what I didn’t want to see was Joe 
Byrne given a second yellow for a 
nothing tackle about a minute later. 

“There’s a big responsibility out 
there for referees and linesmen as 
well. 

“Linesmen are called assistant ref¬ 
erees and that’s what they’re there to 
do, assist. But some of them are two 
metres away from an incident and 
have no say whatsoever. 

“All managers are asking for is a 
bit of consistency.” 

Fawley AFC chairman Kevin 
Mitchell believes the number of red 
cards being dished out this season is 
“getting out of hand.” 

He said: “We’ve got players getting 
paid no money for playing and 
they’re picking up £50 fines for 
innocuous tackles. 

“We had Mark Parnell sent off for 
his first foul in the FA Vase against 
Amesbury and now he’s got a three- 
match ban - and this is a lad who 
plays football for fun. 

“I wish some of the referees would 
stop and think before flashing cards 
around. 

“I’m getting paranoid that the 
Hampshire FA needs the money and 
is telling refs to give as many cards 

as they can! 

“It seems the first foul committed 


is a yellow card, which sets a prece¬ 
dent, and then the cards continue to 
come out. 

“A lot of players in the Wessex 
League play for enjoyment, but when 
they’re picking up fines for some¬ 
thing and nothing is it any wonder 
some of them think ‘I’m not really 
enamoured with the game any 
more’? 

“I’m sympathetic because referees 
can have a bad game the same as 
players can, but it doesn’t cost them, 
does it? They still pick up their 
money. 

“We’ve had refs apologise after a 
game because they’ve made a mis¬ 
take, but that doesn’t stop them 
sending the red card in. They don’t 
rescind it, do they? 

“Even if everyone - including the 
assessor - tells the ref he’s got it 
wrong, the red card still gets sent in.” 

One manager who was happy with 
the officials this week was Totton & 
co-boss Stuart Hussey. 

He felt Southampton referee Karl 
Sear and his assistants got their 
handing of Tuesday’s basement bat¬ 
tle at Romsey Town spot on. 

Hussey, whose side triumphed 2-0, 
said: “The officials were the best 
we’ve had.

Kearn calls for cap on ‘inflated’player wages 


BASHLEY co-boss Stewart Kearn has 
called for a cap on “inflated” player 
wages. 

With last Saturday’s opponents 
Hinckley United reportedly beset by 
six-figure debts and Bash suffering 
financial worries of their own over the 
summer, Kearn believes the powers 
that be should do more to control what 
players are paid, writes ANDY 
MITCHELL. 

Kearn, pictured right, said: “We have 
had to endure our own financial worries 
and I sympathise with the supporters at 
Hinckley who will be suffering most. 

“Sadly, it’s a common trend in the 
modern game. 

“You see a lot of clubs striving for 
success and it can quickly go wrong 
when the revenue doesn’t cover the 
costs. 

“Until leagues decide to put a cap on 
money paid to players then clubs at 
this level will always run into difficulty 
because someone will always go chas¬ 
ing the dream. 

“There should be a system where 


players who want to earn the better 
money go and play in a higher league. 

“Some of the players we spoke to 
over the summer were asking for very 
inflated wages and it is the same at 
every level of the game,” added the for¬ 
mer Wimborne and Christchurch goal¬ 
keeper. 

“When you look at the budget clubs 
like us and Hinckley can put together 
compared to the likes of Poole and 
Weymouth you can see there is a vast 
spectrum. 

“The likes of Gareth Bale and 
Ronaldo may seem a million miles 
away from where we are, but the 
increased demands filter through the 
levels. 

“You have to ask yourself whether a 
football player is really worth £300,000 
per week when you have more quali¬ 
fied and educated people who won’t 
earn that in a year. 

“Whether such a system is manage¬ 
able is open to debate, but I can’t see a 
salary cap happening because it can 
never be policed and there will always 


be back-hand deals here and there.” 

Despite their off-field issues, Hinckley 
emerged 2-0 winners at De Montfort 
Park last Saturday, leaving rock-bot¬ 
tom Bash as the only win-less side in 
the Calor Southern Premier Division. 

The Foresters’ squad included two 
new signings - Elliot Ward from 
Dorchester Town and ex-Cherries 
youngster Lewis Blackmore - but still 
they came away from Leicestershire 
empty-handed. 

Slating the performance as “woeful”, 
Kearn warned: “We have reached the 
stage where players who aren’t pre¬ 
pared to put in 100 per cent won’t be at 
the club much longer. 

“Every game is like a cup final now 
and if people aren’t up for the fight 
they can go and play their football else¬ 
where.” 

Three players have left Bash in recent 
weeks - Taffy Richardson, Dave Allen 
and, most recently, ex-Salisbury and 
AFC Totton wideman Charlie Knight, 
who has joined Ryman Premier outfit 
Kingstonian.

THERE were no hard feelings from 
Romsey Town boss Danny Barker after 
his side were dumped out of the FA Vase 
4-0 at AFC Portchester last Saturday. 

Two goals apiece from towering targetman

EVEN in such a modem fast- 
moving world, there are not 
many industries to rival foot¬ 
ball for the speed with which 
circumstances can change. 

Nevertheless, during the course 
of the last four years, a lot has hap¬ 
pened to Jai Reason, writes PAUL 
McNAMARA. 

The 23 year-old, the chief creative 
spark in Eastleigh’s ever improv¬ 
ing Skrill Conference South table- 
toppers under the charge of 
Richard Hill, arrived at the 
Silverlake in the summer of 2012. 

In keeping with what had been a 
turbulent recent period in Jai’s 
football life, Ian Baird, the manager 
who had brought him to the club, 
was removed from his post with the 
new season only weeks old. 

Having taken the decision to step 
down from playing Conference 
Premier football with Braintree 
Town, it could have made for an 
unsettling period for one of the 
Spitfires’ marquee signings. 

‘It happens in football,” Reason 
recalled. 

“You get different managers at 
different clubs and, at that particu¬ 
lar point in time, the club wasn’t 
going in the direction that the 
chairman wanted it to go and it’s 
entirely up to him what he wants to 
do. 

“All me and the other players can 
do is keep playing well for the club 
we represent. It was a bit of a 
change but eventually, with 
Richard Hill taking over, we came 
through it and had a good end to 
the season.” 

Despite only working under Baird 
for a short spell, Jai is well 
equipped to offer his thoughts on 
the different managerial styles of 
Eastleigh’s present boss and his 
immediate predecessor. 

“Man-management goes a long 
way in football,” he explained. 

“They (Baird and Hill) have their 
own individual styles regarding 
how they work with players. 

“I think Richard Hill gets more 
out of the players he has than Ian 
Baird did from the group he 
worked with. 

‘They’re both good managers, but 
you saw from Christmas time last 
season how we kicked on and got 
through to the play-offs. 

“We had a great team-spirit, and 
the gaffer had everybody on their 
games week-in-week-out. 

“We were better organised 
throughout matches.” 

It would be wildly errant to view 
Jai’s swapping of life in the 
Conference Premier for the 
Conference South as evidence of a 
lack of ambition. 

Indeed, nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

When he discusses his career - 
while munching on a home-pre¬ 
pared salad for his lunch - there is 
an unmistakeable determination 
fixed in the eyes of the Spitfires 
Number 10. 

‘I wasn’t happy at Braintree. I 
was playing left-wing. I could do a 
job out there, but I wasn’t enjoying 
it,” he recalled. 

“I did score 13 goals in a season, 
but scouts were coming to watch 
me then saw me playing left-wing 
and wondered what was going on. / 
I’ve always been known as an i 
attacking or central midfielder. M 

‘Eastleigh were the only club Jfl 


going backwards in life rather than 
going forwards. 

“I just knew that we all had to get 
our heads down. 

“We had Conference quality play¬ 
ers. 

“It was just that we couldn’t find 
the missing ingredient to get us 
clicking, but eventually we found 
it.” 

To trace the roots of the driven 
football character we watch con¬ 
testing every ball - and every deci¬ 
sion - at the heart of this tenacious 
and enterprising Eastleigh outfit, it 


to put an offer on the table. 

“I snapped their hands off. I 
wanted to come and play in the 
position I always have, and show 
people what I can do.” 

Asked if, when at the turn of this 
year with Eastleigh having 
slumped into the relegation spots, 
he had cause to doubt the wisdom 
of his move, a broad smile breaks 
across Jai’s face. 

‘No, not at all. You can’t think 
like that. If you do, you’d be

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is necessary to go back four years 
in time. 

It was in May 2009 that Ipswich 
Town, the club to whom Jai had 
been attached since the age of nine, 
informed him that - along with six 
others, including Champions 
League winner Ivan Campo - he 
was being released. 

‘It was one of my darkest days in 
football. Being let go from a club 
that you’d been with since you 
were nine was so difficult. It was 
hard,” he said. 

“I left there to go to Cambridge 


United, and did well. I had a few 
league clubs look at me then but, 
again, none of them put in a firm 
offer. 

“Cambridge were good enough to 
give me a contract, but I lost my 
way a little bit. 

‘Going from full-time football and 
being at a club that played at such a 
high standard in the 
Championship, then going down to 
the Conference, I got dragged into a 
different way of life. 

“I wasn’t training or living right. 

“It took me until I moved to 


Braintree to get my head around 
what was happening. Since I got 
the move to Braintree, through to 
now, things have been going up and 
up and up. 

“I’ve had a few rough days, but 
the last few years have been fantas¬ 
tic. 

“It was Jim Magilton who 
released me initially. Roy Keane 
came in at Christmas time and I’d 
been doing really well at 
Cambridge (on loan). 

“He’d seen a few boys out on loan 
and asked them to come back, but I 


never got the call, which was a bit 
disappointing. 

“It was a huge learning curve. It’s 
made me a lot stronger now. I’m 
much more experienced. I think 
I’ve played over 150 games in the 
Conference and Conference South. 
For a 23 year-old, that’s not bad.” 

Since Jai’s departure from 
Portman Road, there have been 
plenty of brighter days. The 
Southend-born player’s maiden 
campaign at Braintree, where he 
signed in September 2010 after his 
18 months at Cambridge had ended 
and a subsequent stay at Crawley 
Town lasted little more than a 
month, culminated with his side 
being crowned Conference South 
champions. 

It is two other experiences, 
though, that provide the standout 
moments. 

“My England ‘C’ debut in Poland, 
and playing at Wembley for 
Cambridge in the (Conference 
Premier) play-off final (in 2009 
against Torquay). We lost (2-0), but 
it was such an occasion,” he said. 

“Playing at Wembley is some¬ 
thing I’d love to go and do again.” 

A more concrete aspiration is that 
his classy touch and vision can 
once more find a route back into 
the professional game. 

“Of course, my main objective 
this season is to get Eastleigh up,” 
he declared. 

“This is a terrific club. It’s run 
right and it’s got good people 
behind it. 

“At the minute I just want to get 
this club up and see what happens 
then.” 

It speaks well of his present foot¬ 
balling home, that a man whose 
dissatisfaction with his on-field 
berth at his last employer is con¬ 
tent to fulfil whichever role is 
asked of him in order to help the 
Spitfires hit their promotion target. 

Furthermore, Reason believes he 
is surrounded by individuals with 
the talent to help him thrive. 

“I like the ball at my feet. I’m a 
technical player who likes to get 
things going. 

“Whenever possible, the gaffer 
gets me where I can get on the ball 
the most. 

“Playing behind Stuart Fleetwood 
and Craig McAllister is brilliant 
because they’re two fantastic play¬ 
ers. 

“Playing in midfield with Ben 
Strevens and Glen Southam, you’re 
going to learn every week. 

“Just as long as I’m on that pitch 
every week and doing a job for the 
club and the team I’m happy with 
that. 

“We’ve started great. 

“Towards the end of last season 
with how we were playing and the 
momentum we had, throughout the 
summer I was hoping we could 
keep that going. 

“I know it’s a big break (between 
seasons), but from day one you can 
see that we’ve all gelled together. 

“The spirit is excellent, and I just 
think we’re going to go from 
strength to strength.” 

Momentum is with Eastleigh. 

Equally, it is with their gifted 
playmaker whose attitude to life 
replicates his on-pitch demeanour. 

Head up, eyes forward, and invest 
everything you have into pursuing 
your goals.

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EASTLEIGH’S TRIP IS 


FORMER Saints striker and 
Eastleigh manager Ian Baird is 
the subject of a new football 
biography, Bairdy’s Gonna Get 
Ya! 

Last week the Sports Pink 
printed an extract from Baird’s 
early days in the Saints first 
team. This week, we move his 
story forward to his time as 
Eastleigh boss. 

We pick up Baird’s story in the 
summer of 2009, after Eastleigh 
had qualified for the 
Conference South play-off 
semi-finals the previous season 
only to lose in the last four... 

AN agreement had been in 
place from earlier in the sea¬ 
son that if the club qualified for 
the play-offs, they would be 
rewarded with a four-day 
break to Spain. 

The club was true to their word 
and a great time was had by all. 

Gareth Howells, the club’s goal¬ 
keeper, remembers the trip well: 
“One morning, Bairdy was up and 
about at ten o’clock. Despite the 
fact that we had been out the previ¬ 
ous day and had plenty of 
drink, he was raring to go 
again. 

“We consumed an 
early lunch and were 
soon back on the 
beer. I remember 
Bairdy sticking a 
toothpick in Matt 
Gray’s head, before 
two of us had to 
carry him out of the 
toilets in Lineker’s ▼ ' 

Bar.” 

Another incident 
involving Baird was 
recalled by Jamie Brown: 

“We were sat drinking at a 
beach bar - there was Bairdy, Andy 
Harris, Matt Gray, Phil Pairpoint 
and I. 

“The banter was in full swing and 
all of a sudden Bairdy asked me to 
punch him the stomach. 

“He tensed up and I hit him, he 
took the punch well and asked me 
to hit him again. So I gave him my 
best, and he took that. 

“When Bairdy asked me to punch 
him for a third time, Pairsy stepped 
in and stopped it, knowing it was a 
bad idea. 

“In hindsight it was a good job 
that Pairsy intervened as, a few 
days later, Bairdy started pissing 
blood.” 

The 2009-10 season proved to be a 
disappointing one for all concerned 
with Eastleigh. 

After an inconsistent 2009/10 cam¬ 
paign, the club finished in 11th 
place and like all managers, Baird 
had his ups and downs. 

“I brought in Michael Gosney on 
loan from AFC Totton. The deal 
was for an initial one-month period, 
and Gosney made his debut as a 



substitute away at Thurrock but 
then was never seen again. 

“The lad failed to turn up for 
training - and despite Matt Gray, 
Dave Malone and myself trying to 
contact him; he never answered 
any of our calls. 

“Malone then received a text mes¬ 
sage from Gosney, explaining he 
had work commitments. But I made 
the decision that he wouldn’t be 
involved with us again. 

“He seemed a decent lad and he 


had ability, but I wasn’t going to 
pick a player who failed to turn up 
for training without a prior agree¬ 
ment.” 

It was a mixed start to the season 
for the club. 

Following a 5-1 defeat at Newport 
County, Baird told his players that 
their heads and his own head were 
on the block. 

“I was a manager who was loyal to 
his players, and providing they did 
the business for me I would defend

physiotherapist and ex-Saints and 
Pompey defender, made a cameo 
appearance - and wearing the num¬ 
ber nine shirt, at the age of 45 years 
old, was Ian Baird. 

Eastleigh lost the game 2-1 after 
extra-time. But Ian admits he quite 
enjoyed the experience, despite the 
result: 

“It was nice to get the boots on 
again and, although you never lose 
your footballing brain or your abil¬ 
ity, it is your legs that go. 


“It took 
me a few 
days to get 
over it, 
and I could have 
done with spray¬ 
ing a can of 
WD40 on my 
legs to get 
them going 
again.” 

Baird 
always kept 


himself in good shape, and was 
keen to take part in games played 
during training sessions. 

These games would be refereed by 
his assistant manager Matt Gray: 
“Bairdy was comical. He knew his 
legs had gone, but he would drift 
over to the left-hand side despite 
being all right-footed. 

“When he received the ball he 
would cut inside, and if he got the 
slightest touch he would go to 
ground claiming a free kick but I 
would always wave play on. 

“If the side that Bairdy was on 
won the game, he was unbearable. 
He would hang around and take the 
piss out of the lads on the opposi¬ 
tion, and he’d score himself a 
steady 7 out of 10 for his perfor¬ 
mance. 

“However, when he was on the 
losing side he would storm back to 
the changing room and not speak to 
anybody. When the rest of us got 
back in, Bairdy would be showered 
and changed. 

“He’d always blame me for being 
a useless referee, he would brand 
me a disgrace. He hated losing.” 

October 2009 brought a welcome 
break from the pressures of man¬ 
agement, as the club sanctioned 
Ian, Matt Gray, Phil Pairpoint and 
Andy Cook to go back to Spain for 
four days on a staff teambuilding 
exercise. 

Matt Gray will always remember 
a couple of incidents: 

“We stayed in Bairdy’s apart¬ 
ment, which was situated at the top 
of a steep hill. 

“At the bottom of this hill you will 
find an Irish bar, and one day we 
had spent a considerable amount of 
time in there. 

“Several beers had been downed 
and we had eaten quite a large 
amount of food. We were chatting 
away and exchanging banter, when 
all of a sudden Bairdy started a 

debate with me on who had been 
the most successful England 
manager - Bobby Robson or 
Terry Venables. 

“I knew Bairdy would plump 
for Bobby so I said Venables. 

‘It sparked a 20-minute 
row, and Bairdy was 
getting angry. 

“He jumped up, 
smashed his glass, 
stormed outside, got 
^ in his car and 
\ drove back to his 
apartment. 

“In all honesty, 
I knew he was¬ 
n’t too con¬ 
cerned about 
the England 
managers. 

“It was his way 
of getting out of 
^ paying towards the 
W huge bar tab we had 
W run up. 

’ “Cooky, Pairsy and I 
were left to settle the

them and do my best for them. But 
after that defeat at Newport, it was 
impossible to defend them. 

“The money was no longer avail¬ 
able to go out and buy new players, 
I had to work with what I had and it 
was proving increasingly difficult.” 

On the 6th of October 2009, 
Eastleigh travelled to Christchurch 
for a Hampshire Senior Cup tie. 

With several players unavailable, 
it was an unfamiliar side which 
took to the field. Andy Cook, the

QK SOUTHAMPTON FC are 
mourning the loss of their chairman 
Mike Fowkes who died on Monday 
morning following a heart attack. 

Mike, 68, will be sorely missed by 
the Hampshire Premier League 
club, where he had been a much 
respected and influential figure for 
more than five years. 

Asked to describe Mike as a 
character, club secretary Don 
Campbell smiled fondly: “Stubborn! 

“When he realised what he want¬ 
ed to do, you couldn’t deflect him 
from it.” 

Mike first appeared on the QK 
scene as a spectator at Lordshill 
Rec. “He lived in Coxford and we 
first noticed him when he used to 
walk round our pitch and watch 
our games,” said Campbell. 

“Nobody really knew much about 
his background, but he showed us 
clippings of himself with Aston Villa 
Youth in his younger days and he 
travelled round the world with his 
business - and he was a great, 
great grandfather as well. 

“Mike had a full life and we’d 
been looking forward to him having 
an even fuller one with us, but it 
wasn’t to be.” 

Such was hard-working chair¬ 
man’s input at the club that QK are 
at a loss to know what they will do 
without him. 

“We had a major issue when we 
lost the team a couple of years 
back and Mike brought us through 
that,” said Campbell. 

“He did the top end work, making 
sure we were financially sound, 
and the bottom end work, looking 
after the facilities and mowing the 
pitch. 

“We’ve got to consider what we 
do now. 

“We may have to look outside the 
club to replace Mike, but it’s tough 
trying to find someone of that cali¬ 
bre.” 

Alton gain 
new hope 

FORMER Sydenhams League club 
Alton Town have been given fresh 
hope of survival. 

Molson Coors, landlords of 
Town’s current Sports Ground 
home, have agreed, in principle, to 
finance the upgrading of the near¬ 
by council-owned Anstey Park 
Stadium to Combined Counties 
League standard. 

The upgrade would include up- 
to-date floodlights and a 3G artifi¬ 
cial grass pitch and would enable 
the current leaseholders Alton 
United Youth FC and Alton Town 
FC to come together as one larger 
club. 

The move is now dependent on 
Molson Coors or their agents get¬ 
ting planning permission for 
Town’s Sports Ground home. 

In the meantime the club will be 
staying where they are. 

Alton chairman Jim McKell said: 
“Coors have now confirmed that it 
is their intention to allow Alton 
Town FC (and the bowls club) to 
remain where they are until the 
new facilities are completed, 
assuming a favourable planning 
outcome remains achievable and 
supported by all parties involved.” 

The club have collected over 
4,000 signatures from their online 
and offline petition and have been 
encouraged by messages of sup¬ 
port stressing the heritage of the 
club and its valuable place in the 
community.

bill, but what pissed the three of us 
off the most was the fact that we had 
to walk back up the hill.“ 

Another sizeable bar tab was racked 
up following a round of golf at the 
Los Arqueros Golf and Country Club. 

The course was designed by 
Severiano Ballesteros and is set 
among the mountains. 

“Having driven there in a four¬ 
seater van, we teed off at lunchtime. 
And by darkness, we had drank about 
10 pints each and between us polished 
off a couple of bottles of wine in the 
club house. 

“We were in a fair old state, espe¬ 
cially Pairsy who had lost the ability 
to speak. 

“Bairdy came out of the toilets and 
suggested to me, as I had the ‘whip’, 
that we did a runner without settling 
the bar tab. 

“In a bid to get to the van, he and 
Cooky ran up the stairs and through 
the actual bar - when all they had to 
do was walk round the corner and the 
van was there. 

“In his drunken state, and due to the 
fact it was pitch black, Bairdy ran 
straight past the van as about eight 
waiters - who probably had an idea of 
what was happening - came walking 
around the corner. 

“Eventually we all piled into the 
van. And in a frantic attempt to get 
away, rather than find reverse, 
Bairdy put the vehicle into first gear 
and drove straightnthrough a hedge. 

“In the end, I was steering and 
Bairdy was controlling the pedals. 

“In the back seats sat Cooky, who 
was egging Ian on to go harder on the 
accelerator, and poor old Pairsy who 
sat there licking the windows. 

“We endured a 15-minute nightmare 
journey through the windy mountain 
roads and that experience soon 
sobered me up.” 

There was a very heated afternoon 
at the end of January 2010 when 
Baird renewed rivalries with his for¬ 
mer club Havant. 

“I made the headlines that day for 
refusing to shake hands with the 
opposing manager Shaun Gale, who 
had been my assistant during my 
tenure as manager of Havant. 

“When questioned by the local 
media, I replied that Shaun wasn’t 
my cup of tea and I refrained from 
saying anymore. 

“In fairness, it was all done in the 
heat of the moment. There was an 
intense rivalry between the clubs 
and, in hindsight, I regret that partic¬ 
ular incident.” 

With the games coming thick and 
fast, Eastleigh found themselves in 
11th place towards the end of 
February after an 8-2 home defeat by 
Thurrock. 

Questions were asked of Baird and 
he knew the pressure was on. 

“I still couldn’t get the play-off 
defeat out of my system, and I began 
to lose some of my enthusiasm for the 
job. I felt that the pressure was begin¬ 
ning to mount and I was far from 
enjoying it.” 

Director of Football Dave Malone 
defended Baird, and his faith was

repaid with three consecutive 
away wins that took the club 
into the play-off places. 

But with home wins hard to 
come by and two defeats over 
Easter, the play-off dream 
vanished and Eastleigh fin¬ 
ished the season 11th.

Hendry originally signed on a non¬ 
contract basis. But after playing a 
handful of games, the deal was made 
permanent. 

It was a move that didn’t work out, 
and Hendry was soon released after a 
breach of club discipline. 

“There was no doubting his ability, 
but I felt he wasn’t a team player and 
advised him to take up golf or tennis. 

“He was substitute for a game 
against Dartford and I sent him on 
with just a few minutes remaining. It 
was customary for the subs to go back 
onto the pitch with Matt Gray to do 
some exercise in a bid to keep their 
fitness levels up. 

“But he refused, telling Matt that he 
hadn’t joined the club to sit on the 
bench and not play. 

“That was the end of his time at 
Eastleigh. I had no room in my squad

for players withthat sort of attitude. 

“Besides that, it was a difficult peri¬ 
od. As a manager, it’s not just about 
the training and the games; you have 
to deal with all the other stuff that 
comes with the job. 

“All sorts of people within the club 
have their own ideas on how things 
should be done, and it invents pres¬ 
sure. 

“However, at that level of football 
you are relying on the generosity of 
the directors - and when they are 
pumping their own money in, they 
want their opinions to be heard. 

“It’s a case of having to bite your 
tongue and get on with it, because 99 
times out of a 100 you don’t agree 
with their opinions and what they 
have to say. 

“I had been dealing mainly with 
Dave Malone, and we had a decent 


relationship. The best way to describe 
Malone is that he is a likeable p****’. 

“He would help me out and fight my 
corner. 

“But we had our bust ups, and I 
should have been sacked after one 
time when we had a standing 
argument over the signing of a 
player and I threatened to fill 
him in. 

“Our relationship began 
to break down when I dis¬ 
covered that Eastleigh 
had spoken to ex- 
Southampton player 
Tommy Widdrington 1 
about my job. 

“I went absolutely I 
ballistic and it was 
another chance they 
had to sack me, 
because in the heat of 


the moment I said some unforgive- 
able things. 

“But I knew that I held the cards, as 
I was under contract and the team 
were on a half decent run and playing 
well.” 

Fast forward to March 2012... 

A Hampshire Senior Cup run 
proved a welcome break from the 
league campaign, in which play-off 
hopes were fading fast. 

By the end of the month, those 
hopes were over after a humiliating 6- 
1 defeat at Boreham Wood. 

Fans on the internet message 
boards were calling for Baird to be 
sacked. 

Despite being told by the new own¬ 
ers (at Bridle Insurance) that he 
would be judged the following season, 
Baird had his concerns: 

“I was embarrassed by that 
defeat, and I told the 
media that I thought 
the players had 
thrown the towel in 
due to what was 
going on at the club. 

“Stewart Donald 
wanted to bring in 
his mate Richard 
Hill as my assistant 
but, following a meet¬ 
ing with Richard, we 
both knew that it wasn’t 
feasible. 

“However, I knew that 
Richard Hill would 
become the new manag¬ 
er once Donald and the Board were 
presented with the first opportunity 
to sack me, and it was a very unset¬ 
tling time.” 

Eastleigh finished the season in 
12th place. 

After a hectic pre-season on the 
transfer front, Baird saw his side 
made promotion favourites by the 
bookmakers. 

He warned that Rome wasn’t built 
in a day, and there was some real 
hard work ahead for everybody con¬ 
nected with the club. 

Unfortunately, the club didn’t get 
off to the best of starts and on the 
11th of September 2012, Eastleigh 
relieved Ian Baird from his position 
as first team manager following a 4-0 
defeat at Billericay. 

Not surprisingly, he was replaced 
by Richard Hill - whose appointment 
was confirmed within 24 hours of Ian 
leaving the club, 

“Like I said, I knew I was on a sticky 
wicket and I had been for sometime. 
But I fully believe that the reason I 
got the sack was predominantly 
because of Richard Hill and his 
friendship with Stewart Donald. 
Saying that, I don’t hold any 
grudges against the two of them 
because these things happen in 
football. I had been given a 
fantastic budget and we’d had 
a good pre-season, but after a 
disappointing start I was gone. 
“My ambition had been to 
take Eastleigh higher but I 
never managed to do that.”

HOW can Hampshire 
replicate their limit¬ 
ed-overs success in 
the LV County 
Championship? 

That is the question at 
the heart of the discus¬ 
sions between Giles White, 

Rod Bransgrove and 
Jimmy Adams as they plan 
for 2014. 

It will not be easy. 
Maintaining their outstand¬ 
ing recent record in the t20 
and one-day competitions 
will be difficult enough in the 
post-Dimi Mascarenhas era 
especially if Neil McKenzie is 
not re-signed.

Vince, Liam Dawson, Chris Wood, 
Adam Wheater, Danny Briggs, 
Michael Bates.

That is the core of a team which 
should serve Hampshire well for the 
next decade.

Michael Carberry, Jimmy Adams, 
Sean Ervine, and James Tomlinson 
are in their peak years, providing the 
current side with a healthy dose of 
experience.

Championship. 

Some bland wickets have not 
helped, with players from both 
sides struggling to bowl teams out 
twice. 

But that has been the case away 
from home as well, with the re-intro¬ 
duction of the heavy roller making 
life more difficult than ever for 
bowlers, putting Tomlinson’s 
achievements as Hampshire’s only 
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DD 

Coles signing a step in the 
right direction as Hants look 
to improve four-day form 


bowler to take 50-plus wickets in an 
even better light. 

Only once in the last 21 years have 
Hampshire drawn more games in a 
season than the nine stalemates this 
year. 

That has been very frustrating for 
Hampshire’s players and helped per¬ 
suade Jimmy Adams to accept an 
unlikely chase of 411 against 
Gloucestershire in mid-season. 

“We probably took a gamble we 
didn’t need to in a couple of 
games,” he said. 

But to blame Adams for 
that would be harsh. 

It was refreshing to see a 
contest after four succes 
sive Hampshire draws, 
including Lancashire’s 
much-maligned deci¬ 
sion to bat on and on in 
late May. 

With only three 
points available for 
a draw these 
days and no 
threat of 
relega¬ 


tion in the second division, it was a 
shame that more games were not 
enlivened by some lateral thinking 
and a willingness to risk defeat in 
pursuit of victory. 

“We found Championship cricket 
through the middle a 
tough 


slog,” admitted Adams, whose side 
showed what was possible at the 
Ageas Bowl by bookending their sea¬ 
son with wins by an innings against 
Worcestershire and Essex. 

In stark contrast, the Royals’ limit¬ 
ed-overs performances were a joy to 
watch until they reached the respec¬ 
tive semi-finals. 

They were more consistent 
than they were in winning 
the historic double of last 
year before failing to 
deliver on the big occa¬ 
sion this time. 

Their records in the 
group stages of the 
Friends Life t20 and 
YB40 were the best in 
I the country. 

J No-one could have 
asked for more from 
the defending cham¬ 
pions. 

Winning a home 
quarter-final and a 
home semi-final was 
one of their goals at 
the start of the season 
and they achieved 
both in style. 

But, having beaten 
Lancashire in the last 
eight of the t20 in what 
was probably the game of 
the season (they defended 
a Michael Carberry- 
inspired 202-3 by 
a single run), 
Hampshire’s 
game-plan 
unrav¬ 
elled 


against Surrey at Edgbaston on 
Finals Day. 

They bounced back from that dis¬ 
appointment to secure a place in the 
last four of the YB40. 

But their hopes of ending 
Mascarenhas’s career with another 
Lord’s final ended on a gloomy day 
against Glamorgan three weeks ago. 

Adams admitted that was the 
biggest single disappointment of the 
season. 

“Dimmer’s last game will stick 
longest over the winter, we could 
have done things differently but it 
wasn’t to be,” he said. 

Hampshire clearly enjoy playing 
the shorter formats more than the 
Championship as they have more 
players suited to it, particularly 
bowlers like Briggs and Wood. 

It is also a sign of the times. 
Hampshire’s younger players have 
been brought up on a diet of 
Twenty20 cricket, but they are 
maturing. 

Vince, for example, is beginning to 
bat for longer periods. 

He and Dawson were understand¬ 
ably delighted with their unbroken 
250-run stand in the penultimate 
game and they all seemed to enjoy 
the last Championship match 
against Essex as much as any of 
their limited-overs wins this season. 

“I thought we hadn’t progressed in 
the Championship but I’ve seen ele¬ 
ments in the last two games that we 
can use as a great positive,” said 
Adams. 

“We can be a formidable batting 
unit and if we get a few guys in we 
can have a bowling unit that does 
what we’ve done in the last two.”

Jimmy Adams 


A difficult season for Hampshire’s LV 
County Championship and YB40 cap¬ 
tain, who is yet to commit to leading 
the county next season. Despite hav¬ 
ing to follow James Vince and Michael 
Carberry at number three, he was the 
Royals’ leading run scorer in the YB40 
(519 at 51.9) and very consistent, hit¬ 
ting five fifties in 13 innings without 
passing 67, while reaching double fig¬ 
ures every time. But his Championship 
form (833 runs at 39.66) was hit or 
miss. It included two double hun¬ 
dreds, against Worcestershire and 
Northants, at the Ageas Bowl in April 
and September - but six ducks in 
between. He was not at his 2010 best 
in the FL t20 (210 runs at 19.09). 


Ruel Bratthwatte 


Has signed for next season after 
impressing in the short time he has 
been with Hampshire, following a 
lengthy spell at Durham. Will be deter¬ 
mined to improve on six 
Championship wickets at 37 apiece in 
the three games he has played. It is 
not a record to bear comparison with 
the last Barbadian to play for 
Hampshire, one Malcolm Marshall. 

But he has taken five-fors in the first 
division before and Hampshire believe 
he has potential. 


Liam Dawson 


Enjoyed his best season yet with the 
bat in the Championship, finishing 
with 1,031 runs at 49.09 as 
Hampshire’s number three. 

He was very consistent, bouncing 
back from a pair at Gloucestershire 
with six half-centuries in nine innings 
before scoring his first hundred of the 
season after passing fifty for the ninth 
time in at Leicestershire last week. 

His unbeaten 136 at Grace Road con¬ 
tributed to an unbroken stand of 250 
with James Vince, only 30 shy of the 
biggest in the division all year. This 
was also his most prolific one-day 
season with the bat and he took the 
most catches for Hampshire in every 
competition. Not nearly as successful 
with the ball as he was last year in the 
Championship, but was more effective 
than ever in limited-overs cricket. 


David Balcombe 


After finishing the 2012 season as 
Hampshire’s leading wicket-taker with 
59 LV County Championship scalps 
at 26.9, much was expected this year. 
But he was left out of the last two 
matches of the season following a 
disappointing return of 22 wickets at 
50.09 apiece and the arrivals of loan 
signings Matt Coles and Ruel 
Brathwaite. Was not helped by some 
bland Championship surfaces and 
was restricted to a solitary limited- 
overs appearance, against Scotland in 
the YB40. It’s very important to 
Hampshire’s 2014 promotion ambi¬ 
tions and his career that he returns to 
his form of last season, the final year 
of his contract. 




Michael Carberry 

His season could not have 
ended any better, an Ashes call¬ 
up and a full run in England’s 
Natwest Series side reward for 
his outstanding form in both 
limited-overs competitions. 
There were many fine perfor¬ 
mances from Carberry this year, 
the most memorable both com¬ 
ing against Lancashire at The 
Ageas Bowl in the YB40 and 
FLt20 competitions. 

His unbeaten 150 (115 balls, 18 
fours and five sixes) ensured a 
nine-wicket YB40 win and con¬ 


tributed to an aggregate of 471 
runs at 47.1 in the 40-over com¬ 
petition. 

Carberry’s unbeaten 100 (66 
balls, 11 fours three sixes) in the 
dramatic t20 quarter-final 
against the Red Rose county 
was his maiden t20 century and 
helped Hampshire win a last-ball 
thriller. 

His 502 t20 runs at 55.77 were 
enough to earn call-ups to 
England’s T20 and ODI squads, 
while this week’s Ashes inclu¬ 
sion was no doubt helped by his 
improved Championship form 
during the second half of the 
season. 


A below-par but satisfactory 
Championship aggregate of 687 
runs at 42.93 was boosted by a 
stunning return of 461 at 92 in 
his last five innings, beginning 
with 154 at Kent in July. 

But the most important innings 
of Carberry’s season was the 63 
he made for England against 
Australia in Cardiff, which 
helped to 
level the 
Natwest 
Series - and 
secure his 
Ashes spot.

Controversially jettisoned as 
Hampshire’s first-choice wicketkeeper 
in all formats, he responded admirably 
to the arrival of Adam Wheater. After 
hitting an unbeaten 179 in the first 
Second Eleven Championship match 
of the season, he went on to make 
683 runs at 56.9. The members made 
clear their feelings by cheering him at 
every opportunity when he made 71 
against Northants at the Ageas Bowl 
following his recall to Hampshire’s LV 
County Championship side earlier this 
month. He made a respectable 117 
runs at 29.25 in his five Championship 
appearances. It will be interesting to 
see how he is utilised next year, 



Danny Briggs 


Not for the first time, he was 
Hampshire’s most effective t20 
bowler, with more wickets (15 at 19 
apiece) and the best economy rate of 
any of his teammates. But a 
Championship record of 22 wickets at 
36 apiece is something to work on 
with the England Performance 
Programme in Australia next month. 
Briggs does not turn the ball enough 
to be regular match-winner in the 
four-day game, but his batting contin¬ 
ues to develop. His 244 runs at 27.1 
is the best return of his career and it 
included his maiden first-class fifty, 

54 against Gloucestershire at Bristol 
in a 128-run ninth wicket stand with 
Jimmy Adams.

His summer ended at the Ageas Bowl 
in victorious fashion when he cap¬ 
tained Australia to victory in the ODI 
decider earlier this month. 

But he did not produce the runs he 
hoped for during his Hampshire 
sojourn at the start of the season. 

An aggregate of 237 Championship 
runs at 37 was satisfactory but not 
the return expected of an overseas 
player and certainly not enough to 
warrant the Ashes call-up he hoped 
for. 

Run out in bizarre fashion for 93 on 
debut against Leicestershire, after 
wandering out of his crease to prac¬ 
tise a shot he had missed, he did not 
pass fifty again until his final game, 
top scoring with 84 in the dull draw 
against Lancashire in May.

Nowhere near his best in the LV 
Championship, reaching fifty on only 
four occasions and finishing with only 
454 runs at 25. But he redeemed him¬ 
self in limited-overs cricket, particular¬ 
ly the latter stages of the successful 
group campaigns, firing Hampshire to 
crucial wins against Surrey in the 
YB40 and Middlesex in the t20. And 
he was the only batsman to rise to the 
occasion in both semi-finals. Suffice 
to say, his 32-ball 47 against Surrey at 
Finals Day and his 51-ball 54 against 
Glamorgan were both made in losing 
causes. As for his bowling, he was 
restricted to a single over in the FLt20 
but he continues to be a very safe pair 
of hands. Only Liam Dawson held 
more catches than his 20 in the 
Championship, a personal best.

His arrival on a three year-contract is 
a considerable boost. 

Coles showed what was possible 
against Essex this week by finishing 
his loan spell with career-best match 
figures of 10-154, including a first- 
innings haul of 6-71 - the best return 
by a seam bowler at The Ageas Bowl 
this year. 

The 23 year-old took 15 wickets at 
15.3 apiece as Hampshire won their 
last two Championship matches, while 
bowling with the extra yard of pace 
and aggression that has been missing 
from the attack all season. 

He also made two fifties, showing the 
sort of form that will make him an 
excellent replacement for Dimi 
Mascarenhas in the Royals’ one-day 
side.

Made one century in six 
Championship matches, averaging 48, 
and was below par in the YB40. But it 
was in the FLt20 where he came into 
his own, often seeing Hampshire to 
the finish line during the group stage. 
He was not out in no fewer than five of 
his eight innings, the most memorable 
of which was his 50-ball 71 against 
Sussex under the Hove floodlights, 
ensuring a t20 average of 100.33 (only 
five other players in the country aver¬ 
aged over 50). Suffice to say, he will 
be very hard to replace if Hampshire 
decide not to re-sign him in June. It 
remains to be seen whether he will be 
back for a fifth Hampshire stint next 
year. If he was able to commit to a 
whole season his return would already 
be assured, but family commitments 
mean he is unavailable until June and 
that is unlikely to fit in with Hampshire.

Left the county for Kent earlier this 
month and it is hoped that he does 
not suffer the injuries at Canterbury 
that frustrated him for many seasons 
at the Ageas Bowl.

Not as good as he has 
been in the past in the limited-overs 
competitions but was still very effec¬ 
tive and led the Royals impressively in 
the shortest format, while taking 12 
wickets at 25.8. His economy with the 
ball (13 wickets at 24 apiece) and 
lusty hitting down the order was 
invaluable as Hampshire qualified for 
the YB40 semi-finals, where his coun¬ 
ty career ended with defeat at home 
to Glamorgan. Has now signed a Big 
\ Bash deal with the Hobart Hurricanes. 


^ Hamza Riazuddin ^ 

Out of contract and with only three 
first-team appearances to his name 
this season, it would be no surprise if 
the 23 year-old is released. In his 
younger days he was seen as a long¬ 
term replacement for Dimi 
Mascarenhas and the veteran all- 
rounder’s retirement from county 
cricket may provide the option of 
another year. But Riazuddin is not as 
reliable with the ball. Has not made a 
first-team appearance since conced¬ 
ing 27 from three overs against 
Surrey at The Oval in early May. 

Bowled tidily in his only first-class 
outings of the season (against 
Loughborough UCCE) but did not get 
the chance to add to his five career 
Championship appearances.

“He bowled pretty quickly here as 
well. Pace is the true test of a bats¬ 
men’s technique, and more impor¬ 
tantly temperament, but I felt very 
comfortable playing him. 

“Anyone bowling at nearly 95mph 
consistently is going to be a handful 
but if you back your preparations 
and have a lot of self-belief out 
there, he can be played.” 

Carberry, 33 today, had not faced 
anyone as quick as Johnson before, 
but did not change anything last 
week. 

“There are guys who can bowl a 
quick ball but not many still around 


MICHAEL Carberry is hoping for 
an Ashes reunion with Mitchell 
Johnson. 

Carberry relished the pace of 
Johnson during the recent Natwest 
Series against Australia. 

Facing 90mph-plus bullets from 
the in-form left-armer was the 
biggest adjustment for the 
Hampshire batsman as he played 
against a major cricketing nation 
for the first time. 

His assured performances, partic¬ 
ularly his series-levelling 63 in 
Cardiff, went a long way to ensur¬ 
ing his inclusion in England’s 17- 
man Ashes squad this week. 

Speaking at the Ageas Bowl on the 
day of his Ashes call-up, Carberry 


who bowl consistently at 90mph,” 
he continued. 

“You just go back to your basics 
and I felt my preparation going into 
each game was as good as it could 
have been. 

“It was just about watching the 
ball and doing the same things you 
would do against a bowler bowling 
at 80mph. 

“I enjoyed the battle as much as 
Mitchell, seeing that my technique 
was good enough to stand up to that 


kind of pace. 

“I gave a good account of myself, 
by playing nice and straight.” 

Carberry played his only other 
Test in Bangladesh three-and-a-half 
years ago and believes Johnson’s 
own impressive form will earn him 
a Test recall after being dropped fol¬ 
lowing Australia’s disastrous tour 
of India earlier this year. 

He continued: “Based on how he 
bowled in the one-day series he’s 
definitely a strong candidate to play 


in the Tests. I’ve know Mitchell a 
long time, he’s been through his 
own troubles so if he does get back 
in I hope he takes his chance. 

“As a kid it was a dream of mine to 
play the best in the world and 
Mitchell’s’s one of the best in the 
world, although I don’t want him to 
do too well! 

“There’ll be no love lost on the 
field, there will always be banter 
when England play Australia, 
which all adds to the spice.”

HAMPSHIRE chairman Rod Bransgrove 
believes Michael Carberry’s Ashes call¬ 
up sends the right message to rest of the 
county’s young squad.

“It just shows there’s an 
England place there if you’re 
good enough and you work hard 
enough because Carbs is the 
hardest-working cricketer I’ve 
known here since [Nic] Pothas. 

“He’s just totally committed 
to excellence and now he’s 
got his reward. 

“It’s a real uplift for every¬ 
one at the club because it 
demonstrates once and for all 
that hard work pays. That’s 
what Michael has done. 

“He got his opportunity in the 
one-dayers, he’s obviously 
impressed the selectors and now he’s 
got in on the Ashes tour, which is fan¬ 
tastic.” 

Like Carberry, Bransgrove and 
Hampshire manager Giles White 
were told the news last Sunday, the 
day before the squad was 
announced. 

“I was always hopeful, I always 
have been for Michael because I

“He’s been one of the outstanding county 
performers in all forms of the game this 
year, particularly the YB40 and t20 for¬ 
mats where he’s really excelled. 

“He’s got a good technique and is one of 
the higher run getters in county cricket 
over the last few years so he fully deserves 
it and we’re all immensely proud of him. 

“Ups and downs have been a familiar 
theme throughout his career but have 
made him stronger, that’s the key. 

He’s stayed positive, kept churning out 
the runs and it’s great he’s been recog¬ 
nised. It looks like he’s next man in rather 
than an immediate choice but anything 
can happen, things can change very 
quickly on tour. 

“Knowing Carbs, he’ll work his 
socks off and look to make the most 
of the practice games.”

Career stalls for 
former England 
skipper Hamza 

JAMES Vince is no stranger to the England 
international scene. 

Back in the summer of 2009 he played two 
under-19 Tests against Bangladesh at 
Scarborough and Derby. 

Of the team that played in the first Test 
four years ago, only one - James Taylor - 
has since gone on to make his senior Test 
debut for England. 

One other, Scott Borthwick, has made two 
ODI appearances. 

Seven of the others were 
Hampshire’s Chris Wood, 

Josh Cobb, Jaik 
Mickleburgh, Luke Wells, 

Azeem Rafiq, Tom 
Poynton and Nathan 
Buck. 

The final member of 
the XI was not only a 
third Hampshire player, 
he was the captain of the 
England side. 

But Hamza Riazuddin’s 
career has yet to really 
take off since he made his 
Championship debut for the 
county in a remarkable game at 
Somerset in May 2008. 

On that occasion, James Tomlinson took 
all six wickets as Somerset were reduced to 
23-6 on the first morning. 

Riazuddin claimed his maiden 
Championship wicket, Ian Blackwell, as the 
hosts were dismissed for 126 (Tomlinson 8- 
46). 

Second time around, Riazuddin returned 0- 
78 as Somerset amassed 654-6 declared to 
easily claim a draw. 

Since then, Riazuddin has only played four 
more Championship games for Hampshire - 
all in the first few weeks of the 2012 cam¬ 
paign. 

He is now out of contract and must anx¬ 
iously wait to see whether he is offered a 
new one. 

Riazuddin has only played four first XI 
games this summer - three in the YB 40 and 
the tour match against Bangladesh A. 

A poor return, therefore, for a man who 
captained his country only four years ago.

Immortal: the Approved 
Biography of George Best

After Sergio Aguero had joyfully side¬ 
footed in Manchester City’s third goal 
against United last Sunday, television 
viewers were treated to seeing the strike 
at least twice from perhaps half a dozen 
different angles. 

It’s the nature of modern football, mod¬ 
ern sport; broadcasters must ensure the 
moment is seared into our collective 
memory banks, irrespective of whether 
it’s a meaningless tap-in, or a screamer 
struck from 30 yards. 

There can never be too many replays... 

This point is worth bearing in mind 
when reading Duncan Hamilton’s excel¬ 
lent biography of George Best, for, as the 
author reminds us, there was “scarcely 
any televised football” when the northern 
Irishman made his debut half a century 
ago. 

This means that Best’s goals have, like 
many of his performances in Manchester 
United red, become the stuff of sepia- 
tinted, often wildly embellished, legend. 

There is no doubt that on his day, Best 
could be an outstanding footballer, but he 
played in a very good team, surrounded 
by men of the calibre of Law and 
Charlton, both of whom were at least as 
influential in United’s success. 



Dozens of books have been written 
about Best, but this is the first ‘approved’ 
biography as his sister granted Hamilton 
access to what must have been a moun¬ 
tain of family material. 

The author deserves great credit, there¬ 
fore, for writing not a sycophantic paean 
to Best, but an accomplished, well- 
researched account which doesn’t shy 
away from the footballer’s alcoholism 
and his propensity to be violent towards 
women. 

Best was essentially a nervous man 
who discovered much-needed confi¬ 
dence at the bottom of a glass, but 
Hamilton maintains that it wasn’t drink 
that destroyed him. Instead, he writes, 
“the football was to blame”. 

In other words, Manchester United’s 
rapid fall from grace (within six years of 
winning the European Cup, they were in 
the Second Division) coincided with 
Best’s own slide and he had difficulty 
coping with that. Best considered drink to 
be the answer to both disappointments. 

Best’s footballing legacy is preserved 
mostly in black-and-white footage and 
the occasionally exaggerated accounts of 
folk who saw him play. But despite this, 
Hamilton has produced a warts-and-all 
volume which highlights the man’s other, 
more painful side. 

We’re not supposed to feel sorry for 
him, merely regret that he never made 
more of his undoubted talent.
